Assembly Bill 1128 regulating 
alien fishermen in the waters of 
the Pacific adjacent to Naval 
Bases is attracting widespread 
support. Assemblyman Dilworth, 
author of the measure, expects 
to take up the bill for passage 
in the near future. 


The following is an editorial 
comment on Mr. Dilworth’s bill 
from the San Francisco Chron­ 
icle: 
“Before the Legislature is a 
measure, 
Assembly 
Bill 
1128, 
amending the Fish and G a m e 
Code, which has more to do with 
the Navy than with game, or 
even than with fish. It is a meas­ 
ure for the better control 
of 
commercial fishing boats, not all 
of which are manned by citizens 
of the United States, in the vicin­ 
ity of Navy vessels or Navy op­ 
erations, and in waters restricted 
to naval use only. 
“No hardship is imposed 
on 
commercial fishing boats. 
They 
and their owners and crews will 
not suffer from it so long as they 
stay away from the Navy and its 
special areas. 
If they insist on 
nosing around where they have 
no business to be, they may lose 
their licenses. Obviously, under 
existing circumstances, this is a 
defense measure and that is the 
Navy’s interest in it.”

DEMOCRACY NEEDS NO CENSOR 


One of the Washington columnists, a few days 
ago, reported that well-informed persons in the 
national capital no longer ask: “is censorship com­ 
ing?” But rather, “What form will it take?” Short­ 
ly thereafter, minority members of the House Ex­ 
penditures Committee, in urging defeat of legisla­ 
tion to authorize an annual appropriation of $ 1 
500,000 for “the office of government reports,” 
flatly charged that the office was intended as an 
agency to impose a censorship on news. 
Congressmen who spoke out against the big 
appropriation for the bureau of government re­ 
ports declared that, in reality, it would be a bureau 
of propaganda and added: “Such an office of re­ 
ports would provide an ideal method for imposing 
a complete and rigid censorship on every kind of 
news, military and civil alike.’’ The dissenting mem­ 
bers of the House committee then made this .dec­ 
laration of principle: “We do not believe the peo­ 
ple of our country are prepared to accept the es­ 
tablishment of a potential ministry of propaganda. 
We do not believe they desire an agency for the 
concealment of facts or the ‘coloring’ of informa­ 
tion. We believe that our nation does not desire 
and certainly does not need the creation of an offi­ 
cial censorship.” 
We are several thousand miles from the Wash­ 
ington scene and have no way of knowing whether 
the drift toward setting up a system of censorship 
in the United States is as serious as some of the 
reports would indicate. But this we do know 
that 
the American people have no need to be protected 
from the truth; that they have an abiding distrust 
of any and all of the forms and artifices of dicta­ 
torship and autocracy, and that they will not toler­ 
ate the creation of a bureau of censorship, or any 
other step-child of Hitlerism, in this country. 
This nation is still a democracy. And democracy 
needs no censorship, nor can it long endure with it. 
We hope that Washington hasn’t lost sight of that 
precept. 


A WOMAN CONDEMNED TO DIE 


In the gripping, drama-charged book, “Men At 
Their Worst,” co-authored by Dr. Leo L. Stanley, 
chief surgeon at San Quentin Prison and Evelyn 
Wells, gifted California novelist, the famous prison 
physician recounts that during his 27 years ot seiv- 
ice he has watched more than 150 men die on the 
gallows. And during the last two years, he has 
watched nine other men go to meet their Maker 
in the lethal gas chamber. 
There is one grim experience, however, t h a t 
even Dr. Stanley has been spared. He has never 
seen a woman, with the hangman’s rope knotted 
around her neck, waiting for the plunge into eter­ 
nity. lie has never seen a woman caged in the 
lethal chamber, tensely waiting for the moment of 
extinction. For California, in all its years of state­ 
hood, never lias compelled a woman to pay the 
death penalty. 
With all our vaunted talk of equal rights for 
women—and equal responsibilities— we have never 
really meant it, apparently, at least when penalties 
were involved. Women have murdered and gone 
Bcott free. Others have murdered and been impris­ 
oned. But none, thus far, has been forced to forfeit 
her life for the life she had taken. That, peculiarly, 
has been a man’s penalty! 
But now a woman, Mrs. Juanita Spinelli 
the 
so-called Duchess, leader of a gang of young toughs 
who robbed and killed—is under sentence to die in 
San Quentin’s lethal gas chamber. Horrible! Yes, 
of course, it’s horrible. Violent death, whether it be 
cold-blooded murder or a legal execution, always 
is horrible. Capital punishment itself is horrible to 
contemplate. Some condemn it; some defend it, 
some condone it and some abhor it. 
Should The Duchess die in San Quentin’s gas 
chamber? Before she dies, or receives a commuta­ 
tion, there will lie violent argument about it. A 
woman, some will say—that s different! It s un­ 
thinkable! And perhaps it is. 
But others will say 
that the whole ghastly business, whether it in­ 
volves man or woman, is unthinkable. 
Perhaps 
that’s true, too. But whatever the contention, Cali­ 
fornia 
must 
either 
admit that it has a dual 
standard, for murder and murderers, or do what 
it has never done before—legally kill a woman. 
This is a case, probably, that will make Gover­ 
nor Olson wonder why any man ever aspires to be 
Governor. For Governor Olson must decide while 
we merely argue about it. Equal rights or not, we 
jon’t envy him.

in O akland, have been the house 
guests of Palm Springs’ chief of 
police, Norman H. H arstad. 
The 
local chief for m any years served 
under Vollm er in the Berkeley 
police departm ent, which under 
his regim e was 
recognized 
as 
probably the finest in the coun­ 
try, regardless of size. 
Vollmer once served as L o s 
Angeles chief of police also. But 
it was w hile he w as at Berkeley 
that he built up a 
departm ent 
which was conceded to be tops 
in the nation. 
“The fact that about fifty per­ 
cent of the B erkeley departm ent 
was m ade up of men from the 
U niversity of California, some of 
them w ith m aster’s and doctor's 
degrees, probably accounts p ar­ 
tially for the wide publicity given 
the 
departm ent 
during 
those 
years,” Vollmer says in all m od­ 
esty. 
Many of these m en have 
gone on to most im oprtant jobs 
throughout the country.” 
From 1916 on V ollm er was a 
lecturer of political science at the 
U niversity of California, holding 
down this job w hile he was chief 
of police at Berkeley as well. In 
1931 he was appointed to a full 
professorship at this great insti­ 
tution. In 1929 and 1930 he held 
a professorship in political sci­ 
ence at the U niversity of Chicago. 
It was away back in 1921 when 
Vollmer, then chief of police at 
Berkeley, first used the lie detec­ 
tion test in crim inal investigation. 
W ork Is Recognized 
In the February issue of R ead­ 
er’s Digest is an article “The Lie 
D etector 
Goes 
Into 
Business," 
condensed from Forbes and w rit­ 
ten by F. P. McEvoy, which gives 
due credit to Vollm er and his men 
for this im portant developm ent 
in crim inal investigation. 
As Vollm er explains it 
was 
Leonard Keeler, who was a stu ­ 
dent at Berkeley, and John A. 
Larson, now w ith the 
D etroit 
C ourt of Criminology, who built 
the first machine under V ollm er’s 
supervision. 
D uring 
his 
stay 
in 
P a l m 
Springs, 
Vollmer 
dem onstrated 
the use of the “lie detector” to 
a few friends. It perform s as­ 
tonishing feats. H e declared th at 
it approaches 100 percent effi­ 
ciency in operation and has con­ 
tributed trem endously to the pro­ 
gress of criminal investigation. 
Lauds Progress 
And crim inal investigation, de­ 
clares Vollmer, has 
“progressed 
unbelievably in the last f o r t y 
years.” 
The visit term inated yesterday 
was not the first in Palm Springs 
for the great crim inologist 
and 
his wife. And it certainly will not 
be the last. Both are ardent des­ 
ert boosters. 
Vollm er has been retired for 
the last two years. He is now en­ 
grossed in work on two volum es 
dealing 
with 
police 
m attters. 
Three others of his books already 
have been published

Twenty Million for 


New Equipment 


A $20,000,000 expenditure for 
new locomotives and freight cars 
was announced last week by A. 
D. McDonald, president of t h e 
Southern Pacific company. 
This outlay, McDonald pointed 
out, is in addition to the purchase 
of 40 diesel-electric switching en­ 
gines, at a cost of $2,900,000 since 
the first of the year. 
U nder the current 
expansion 
program, orders have been placed 
for 
40 
of 
Southern 
Pacific’s 
unique cab-ahead steam locomo­ 
tives, among the heaviest and most 
powerful in th e world, and for 
10 steam stream lined locomotives 
of the famous D aylight type, at a 
total cost of about $11,000,000. 
Approxim ately 
2500 
freight 
cars, of various sizes and descrip­ 
tions, costing about $9,000,000 are 
provided for in the $20,000,000 
program. Some of these w ill be 
built in the company's own shops 
and the rem ainder will be con­ 
structed by outside builders. 
Since the early 1920’s the rail­ 
roads have spent approxim ately 
10 billion dollars for plant im ­ 
provements, stronger tracks now 
carry locomotives of greater pow ­ 
er, hauling at greater speeds long­ 
er trains of cars of greater capa­ 
city. so that the efficiency of the 
railroads, as measured by 
t h e 
equivalent of the num ber of tons 
of freight carried one mile by the 
average train per hour, has in­ 
creased about 80 percent since 
1921.

In my letter of a w eek ago, I 
called attention to the probable 
attitude of th e legislature, in con­ 
nection w ith the V entura lemon 
pickers strike. This is of interest 
to all counties raising citrus fruit. 
I said that w e would not be in­ 
terested in the issues of the strike. 
O ther committees, or th e legisla­ 
ture as a whole, might be inter­ 
ested in the relationship of strike 
activtics to 
certain bills, such 
as the bills prohibiting the “hot 
cargo” or th e “secondary 
boy­ 
cott.” The legislature (and par­ 
ticularly the com m ittees on w el­ 
fare and institutions, o r 
social 
w elfare and relief, and th e joint 
fact-finding comm ittee) is inter­ 
ested in the fact that apparently 
a large num ber of families, who 
never before applied for relief, 
are now being told they w ill be 
taken care of by the state, or the 
federal governm ent, if they do 
not work. 
The growers appeared before 
the joint committee, at a meeting 
on February 28th, called to dis­ 
cuss an entirely different subject, 
and subm itted statem ents show­ 
ing that, roughly, 60% of all the 
w orkers are aliens; that state laws 
and regulations are being 
set 
aside; that the forms th e relief 
applicant 
(the 
fam iliar 
926-R) 
m ust be given personally to take 
to the Em ploym ent Service are 
being sent to th at office in “pack­ 
ages” ; th at single men, young, un­ 
m arried and usually aliens, are 
being given direct aid, instead of 
being sent to single m en’s camps, 
need th at the state em ploym ent 
service was not functioning as it 
should. The com m ittee set a hear­ 
ing date for M arch 5 and sent a 
sergeant-at-arm s to V entura with 
subpoenas for a representative of 
the growers, for one of th e union 
organizers, for the m anager of 
the em ploym ent 
service 
there, 
and for the SRA adm inistrator. 
Unfortunately, the rains washed 
out the roads and the tracks, the 
subpoenas w ere not served, the 
witnesses 
couldn’t 
have 
come 
anyway, and the hearing wasn’t 
held. 
On Friday, M arch 14, th e Sen­ 
ator and Assemblymen from Ven­ 
tura county appeared before the 
joint com m ittee and 
requested 
that a special com m ittee be sent 
at once, to check into the disput­ 
ed points regarding th e handling 
of relief there. This letter is w rit­ 
ten Sunday morning. T his after­ 
noon I will take a plane south, 
and 
tom orrow 
Mrs. 
Jeanette 
Daley 
and A ssem blym an Clyde 
Watson and I w ill hold a hearing 
on these m atters in V entura. 
Like all such troubles, this one 
will eventually be settled. Issues 
which seem im portant today, will 
sink into com parative unim por­ 
tance. Conditions will improve, 
and if we can keep politics and 
the communistic elem ents out of 
our problems, labor and agricul­ 
ture m ay increase in m utual re­ 
spect. 
I rise to rem ark that the serious 
factor is an increasing 
group, 
largely of low standards origin, 
who are being taught, 
perhaps 
deliberately, th at the governm ent 
will care for them w ithout work, 
and often, in these low income 
groups, will care for them on a 
scale higher than that to which 
they are socially and econom ical­ 
ly 
accustomed 
w hen 
they 
do 
work. 
The relief recipient w ho was 
buying the radio and the electric 
refrigerator, 
on 
moq^hly 
jjay- 
mohts, out of his relief check, al- 
thcAigh there w as no ele£4rii>J} in 
the} house; and the I ^ d ia n j^ f e 
in <r northern county whose hus­ 
band, w hile living, had earned 
perhaps an average of $75.00 {5er 


m onth; who was satisfied with 
$80 from child aid, and to whom 
the w elfare commission ordered 
the county to pay $130 
p e r 
month, m ay cause us a smile as 
individual cases, but the trend is 
there, and it w as this fallacy that 
we m ight bring the m illenium in 
a biennium , and sidetrack evolu­ 
tion and education, th at helped 
bring national socialism to the 
countries of Europe. 


Farm ers and union sym pathiz­ 
ers should all work to prevent 
th at condition here. A tem porary 
gain in farm prices will be fol­ 
lowed by a depression, w h i c h 
weighs heaviest on the farm er; 
conditions of “centralized author­ 
ity ” develop into virtual dictator­ 
ship, in w hich labor loses its 
hard won gains for better wages 
and b etter conditions. 
W ar, in­ 
ternal or external, benefits none 
but the dictator, and only tem ­ 
porarily him. 


V entura m ay be only a very 
sm all straw , but it could be a 
straw in the wind.

I knew what you meant.” If Mr.

Natural 
bidding 
with each bid meaning exactly 
what it implies makes for ease 
and confidence in the bidding and 
saves wear and tear on tempers. 
Another well known trouble­ 
maker is the opening 
one 
no 
trump bid which is deemed to de­ 
mand a bid from partner in his 
best suit. This is probably the 
w o r s t 
bidding 
arrangement 
known, and has been the cause 
of more of the stormier types of 
post-mortem than any other bid. 
The opening bidder usually has 
a perfectly good suit bid which 
he suppresses, having made up 
his mind that this hand shall play 
at three no trump and nothing 
else. Game bids in suits are miss­ 
ed, slam bids are 
overlooked, 
tempers are rasped as the play 
develops. 
It becomes apparent 
that a game in hearts or a slam 
in clubs has been carelessly toss­ 
ed away. The three no trump con- 
trpct goes down to ignominious 
defeat. Bid the hand naturally in 
each case with confidence that if 
everyone passes, the final con­ 
tract 
will 
have 
a reasonable 
chance of success.

THE MEXICAN BADGER 
Taxidea taxus berlandieri 


D esert rodents are preyed upon 
by m any 
carnivorous 
animals, 
but the most voracious and en er­ 
getic is 
the 
M exican 
badger. 
! W hereas most m eat-eaters such 
as the coyote or fox either ru n ­ 
; down or stalk their victims, the 
■ badger 
does 
neither. 
He digs 
I them out bodily from their sub­ 
: terranean burrows. 
A true wan- 
1 dercr at heart, the badger w ill 
take up his abode in a rodent in ­ 
fested area just long enough to 
clean it out of edible anipials, and 
then he will move on into a new 
territory. He is the terro r of the 
gophers, 
ground 
squirrels, and 
kangaroo mice, and because of his 
diet is beneficial 
in most cases. 
Sometimes, however, 
his exten­ 
sive excavations 
prove 
bother­ 
some to agriculturists 
or horse- 
¡ men, but his value as a check on 
“verm in” outw eighs 
his annoy­ 
ances. 


W hen you first 
see a badger, 
you are 
im m ediately im pressed 
w ith his wide flat body and short 
stubby legs. 
Then you will no­ 
tice his fore feet and their huge 
curved black claws, over an inch 
in length. 
These claw s are an 
absolute necessity to the badger, 
for w ith them he digs his home, 
excavates his breeding den, and 
procures his food. Above ground 
he is clumsy and aw kw ard, but 
anyone who has seen a badger 
dig-in will be astonished at the 
extrem e ease 
and 
speed w ith 
w hich he can “plow” him self out 
of sight. He is at home when he 
is in his beloved earth, and at a 
distinct disadvantage w hen away 
from its shelter. Still those form- 
idible claws serve the secondary 
function of protection, and if at 
bay the badger can hold his own 
w ith alm ost 
any 
anim al. 
The 
G erm an 
word 
for 
badger 
is 
“dachs” and a special breed of 
dog, the dachshund, w as develop­ 
ed there for the express purpose 
of hunting badgers. 
This little 
dog can enter th e burrow s and 
attack the occupant below ground, 
seizing him by the throat. 
Fossorial 
The badger is well adapted for 
his fossorial or digging habits.

THE BADGER 


His head is flattened 
and sharp 
pointed, 
w ith 
a black, 
naked 
nose. The fur is long and heavy, 
protecting the anim al while tra v ­ 
ersing rough tunnelw ays. 
Sm all beady eyes give a sus­ 
picious, 
distrustful 
look to the 
beautifully 
patterned 
face. 
A 
wide w hite stripe runs from the 
nose back over the head clear to 
the short tail, w hile two large 
black cheek 
patches flank the 
snout. 
In contrast to the gray 
w hite of the chest and belly, the 
limbs are coal black. The fur on 
the back and sides is a silvery 
gray color and is m uch in d e­ 
m and in fur-m arkets. 
This and 
the current use of badger tails in 
the m aking of shaving brushes 
has led to indiscrim inate tra p ­ 
ping. Over m any areas where he 
w as once common, the badger to­ 
day is no more, going the unfor­ 
tunate 
way 
of the pronghorn, 
grizzly, and condor. 
A badger averages thirty inch­ 
es in length 
(exclusive 
of the 
five-inch reddish tail) and ten to 
fifteen pounds in w eight. He be­ 
longs to that great group of car­ 
nivores, the w easel family, and 
thus is 
related 
to the skunk, 
m arten, fisher, mink, otter, w ol­ 
verine, 
and 
w easel. 
As in all 
m em bers of this fam ily, the bad­ 
ger possesses 
abdom inal scent 
glands which are used for pro­ 
tection and 
during 
the m ating 
season for attraction. 
However, 
the m usky odor of the badger is 
not 
nearly 
as 
pow erful as a 
skunk’s and 
is usually noticed 
only w hen the anim al is alarmed. 
If pursued, the badger sticks his 
short tail straight 
up 
and dis­ 
charges the scent in order to de­ 
ter or w ard off the pursuer. 
On 
the belly there 
is also a skin 
gland which m ay function in a 
sim ilar way to produce an odor. 
W hen cornered, badgers are bel­ 
ligerent and ferocious, and yet 
they m ake good pets. 
May H ibernate 
In more northern areas badgers 
hibernate through the winter, but 
it is doubtful if the desert species 
ever do. 
M ating occurs in a u ­ 
tum n and the young are born in 
May or June, one to four in a 
litter. 
They are 
weaned w hen 
less than half grown but are fed 
by the m other 
until 
they can 
shift for them selves. 
Man is undoubtedly the bad­ 
ger’s worst 
enemy. 
Few other 
anim als would dare attack an an ­ 
im al so large,, so strong, and so 
pow erfully arm ed w ith teeth and 
claws. 
Badgers usually live alone, and 
they pair only during the m ating 
season. 
A badger m ay attain a 
great age; in zoos they have been 
know n to survive 
over tw elve 
years! 
If hard-pressed they can 
clim b trees or even swim. Their 
diet consists m ostly of fresh meat, 
but they also relish bees’ nests, 
wild fruits, and insect larvae. 
O ther Badger* 
In A ustralia the w om bat and 
th e bandicoot and in Java and 
Sum atra the Javanese skunk or 
teledu are all often wrongly re ­ 


ferred to as badgers. In America, 
because of the form er abundance 
there of 
these 
carnivores, the 
state of Wisconsin has been nick­ 
nam ed the B adger State and its 
inhabitants Badgers. 
The verb “badger” can m ean to 
tease and annoy, or to haggle and 
bargain. 
In some parts of the 
country a food-haw ker is know n 
as a badger. An artist brush m ade 
from the h air of the anim al is 
also comm ercially term ed a bad­ 
ger. 
Because a badge is any distinc­ 
tive clear-cut m ark and because 
the facial pattern of the English 
badger resembles such a m ark ­ 
ing, th at 
anim al 
w as called a 
“badger” or “badge-bearer”. E ar­ 
ly settlers in A m erica applied the 
sam e nam e 
to 
o u r form. 
The 
generic and specific nam es w ere 
derived from the L atin nam e for 
the badger, “tax u s”. 
M exicans 
call him “tajonis”.

With the establishm ent of the 
N ational Park Service in t h e 
Joshua Tree N ational M onument, 
m apy changes are undergone, un­ 
der the superintendency of Jam es 
Cole, and one in particular will 
be of interest to local residents, 
th at of changing th e nam e of the 
popular rendezvous for picnics, 
Indian canyon, w hich will here­ 
after be known as Indian Cove, 
and so designated on the maps 
of the National P ark Service.

In the A pril issue of R andall 
Henderson's fine Desert M aga­ 
zine is a m ost engrossing story 
of the early days of Palm Springs. 
It is an article w ritten by Hope 
G ilbert about 
Charles 
Francis 
Saunders, who "arrived in Palm 
Springs in a buckboard in 1902, 
a tenderfoot just out from the 
East.” Saunders liked the desert 
so well, the article relates, that 
he resigned his Philadelphia job 
and rem ained in the Southw est to 
w rite some of the most popular 
books ever published on W estern 
subjects.

Tells Brother of 


War Reactions 


(Editor’s Note—Among A m er­ 
icans doing a sterling w ork in 
England is F, M. W atrous, broth­ 
e r of Eliot W atrous, an im portant 
Palm Springs w inter guest. In a 
letter from London, dated Febru­ 
ary 1, he gives an illum inating 
idea of th e B ritish attitude and 
prospects. Excerpts from this le t­ 
te r are presented herew ith: 


There is so m uch to say, but 
I’m afraid that most of the news 
of m utual interest has been as 
thoroughly m ulled over by you 
as well as by us via the press. I 
can say th a t in spite of the prob­ 
ability of a very bad tim e to 
come ere long, the feeling is that 
th e G erm ans are not nearly as 
confident as once they 
were, 
w hile B ritish morale is 
soaring 
every day. The w ay the R.A.F., 
arm y and navy have sm ashed up 
the Axis in the “Mare Nostrum ” 
is beyond words, and is giving 
th e 
oppressed 
nations 
enough 
confidence to give the Huns as 
m uch trouble as possible. Events 
seem to be shaping in our favor, 
and if we can hold out until the 
U.S.A. really gets going and ac­ 
cepts the w ar as the one big fact 
of national importance. 


F o r the last week or so there 
has been little activity over this 
country on a big scale, although 
bombs fall on London alm ost ev­ 
ery day—nuisance raids, made 
light of in the press. They are 
unpleasant ju st the same as it 
is quite im possible to tell from 


w hich part of the clouds the next 
egg is going to fall.

(Comm anding Officer) at our post 
so I am as busy as a sw arm of 
bees, and liking it. I can now 
w ear some red things on m y arm s 
which distinguishes me from the 
hoi polloi, and gives me a certain 
standing at G.H.Q.— all of which 
is to the m erry. Must say th at my 
staff of 86 is O.K. and we get on 
A l. O ur two countries have never 
been so close before, and this is 
just as w ell for m e w hen the 
am azing ratio of 86 to 1 is taken 
into account!

I understand that they have some 
arm ored cars and intend to play 
their part when and if visiting 
Nazis require a reception com­ 
mittee.
